munists will not destroy commun- 
ism in the United States. What the- 
se leaders are accused of is sim 
ply promoting of the 
permanent 


and unchanging objective of com 
munism here and in other on-Com 
inuiiist countries-—revolution and 
"dictatorship of the proletariat." 


If the courts should find these 


accused Communists guilty, then 
it would almost be necessary to 
find their party and its members 
guilty also. And that would call 
for an outlawing of the party. Yet 
such an action would present dif- 
ficulties which have long been rec- 
ognized. 
The party would almost certain- 


Iv crop up under another name. 
Then it would be necessary to pass 
a progressive number of laws de- 
claring each succeeding form 
of 


the Communist Party 
illegal, or 


else draft a statute so-inclusive as 
to make any support of the Marx- 
ist objectives illegal, no 
matter 


what name or form an organiza- 
tion to carry them out should take. 


This seems to be the purpose of

Bill, which the

In spite of the contradictions and 


dangers, some declaration or ac- 
tion on the whole subject of com- 
munism in America seems inevit- 
able in the wake of the forthcom- 
ing trial of its leaders. What form 
the declaration or action will take 
cannot 
bi> determined now. Only 


one thing seems clear at present 
— the Justice Department evidently 
agrees 
with the stand taken by 


Governor Dewey in his debate with 
Harold Slassen, that present laws 
are adequate for the control 
of 


communism 
without recourse 
to 


the broad scope and now '-s pro- 
posed in the Mundt-Nixon nil].
